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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1, 2, 18, 19 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Goodson. 

Goodson shows a bicycle anti-theft device for a bicycle including a separating 
means for separating the steering column into two parts A, B which are relatively fixed 
in one state and not fixed in a second state. A piece P is inserted in the column parts in 
the first state and is removed from them in the second state. 

3. Claims 3-15 and 20-23 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Applicant's arguments filed November 10, 2003 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Goodson fails to sow a means for separating the steering 
column. The examiner disagrees. Goodson shows a "means for neutralizing the 
rotationally fixed coupling" between the steering column parts. When inserted it creates 
a rotationally fixed coupling between the parts and when removed separates the parts 
into two relatively rotatable pieces. Applicant's disclosed invention also spaces apart 
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the pieces of the steering column, however, this function of the separating means is not 
claimed. 

Applicant also argues that Goodson fails to teach a separating means that is 
reflection-symmetrical and has projections that engage the steering column parts. 
Goodson shows a pin P that is mirror-symmetrical about its longitudinal axis and hs 
projections on either side of the longitudinal transverse plane that form-fit with 
complementary grooves in the steering column parts (as seen in Figure 4). Therefore, 
Goodson is believed to meet the claim language, as broadly recited. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Miller, Valenta, Whitehead, and Raybould show tube connectors that space the 
tubular members that are connected.
